NECESSITY OF WARM FOOD FOR 
FEEDING.

Irish Tomes,

Fifty years ago everybody that had winter 
eggs was supp to give the, hens a hot 
breakfast, and as farmers seldom had 
eggs in winter the small cottagers who 
kept a few hens in part of their own 
dwelling, and fed them with warm food, 
were the. chief sources of supply, But 
poultry-keeping has changed phn.) it 
since then, ont now it is no longer con- 
sidered an impossibility to have eggs in 
winter, and that without warm , or 
even soft cooked mash at all. The fact 
is that poultry are now bred for. jonogres 
laying, and it is comparatively easy to 
produce eggs from such hens. ost of 
the large poultry farms feed their fowls 
only on what 1s called dry mash (un- 
cooked meals) and grain. But there are 
still those who adhere ‘to the old method 
of giving cooked or semi-cooked mash in 
the morning and grain before roosting 
time, filling up the interval with green 
food and a little small scattered in 
the litter of the scratching shed, to keep 
the birds busy all day.

SUGGESTED SCTTLEMENT. 


- Mr. Dickie suggested a settlement of the 
action on the basis of the payment of £1,000 
to-Mr, J.-L. Kerr within -fourteen days, the 
action, -H that sum werénot paid within the 
specified period, to be disinissed with costs 
‘and the -patent to be given’ back to Mr. 
Kerr; and Mr. Ketr, if the amount were 
paid as ‘specified; to assign the British and 
‘Fre State rights in the patent to the com- 
pany, in accordance with the provisions of 
the agreement of May, 1926, the voluntary 
‘winding-up of the company and its 
liquidation to be put under the supervision 
of the Court, and no sale of the patené to 
take place” without tonsultation with Mr. 
Kerr and the leave of the Court. 


Dickie, the assets should be distributed in 
the payment of the costs of the parties, the 
debts of the creditors, and the preference 
shareholders in respect of invested sums 
and accumulated dividends; the residue te 
be divided amongst the holders of Founders’ 
shares, pro rata to their holdings. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that it was a 
great pity that something could not be done 
to brine the parties fogether for the working 
‘of this patent, which, from what. he saw of 
it and its products, was in a much more 
favourable position than many patents for 
which the public readily subscribed. If ir 
were a success, there was a great deal of 
money to be got out of it, and it appeared 
to be suffering only from one of. those 
mechanical difficulties in connection with 
patents which, upon examination, were found 
to be trivfal, The difficulty .in this instance 
appeared to be that. of controlling the heat, 
but that difficulty was not insuperable, and, 
if the cooling apparatus could be controlled 
and regulated, there should not be much 
difficulty in raising capital to pursue the 
work of the patent. 


OFFER REFUSED. 


Mr. Jellett, having remarked that there 
had been intervention by third parties in 
connection with this matter, said that, on 
behalf of hig clients, he could not consent to 
the acceptance of the proposals which had 
been submitted. are 

Mr. Dickie then asked for a direction, on 
a number of grounds, the first and principal 
of which, he said, was that the contract had 
been determined by the notice that had been 
served by the defendants or the plaintiffs. 
He submitted that, owing te the events which 
had happened, the action should be dismissed. 
The owner and inventor of the patent, said 
Mr. Dickie, was Mrs. Kerr, and she was to 
be given £12,000 for her rights in it, or her 
nominee, Mr. J. Li. Kerr, was to get that 
sum, but Mr. Kerr had no interest in the 
patent. In all the circumstances, the plain- 
tiffs’ could mot get a declaration of the 
‘character asked, and he maintained that the 
-patent still was the property of his clients. — 
The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

THE MINIMUM FREE STATE DUTY. 

Tt should be remembered that the 
minimum Customs duty in the Free State 
is 2s. 6d. This means that, no matter 
how small the value of a parcel may be— 
even if it is only a pennyworth of sweets— 
a minimum duty of 2s. 6d. must be paid, 
as ‘well as the Post Office delivery charge 
of 6d. 
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Furthermore; if the parcel is a com- 
Posite one—if it contains two or more 
articles of “a different tariff. classifica- 
fion '—a minimum of 2s. 6d. will be 
charged for each commodity. ~ For 
instance, a parcel containing a tin of 
cocoa, a sixpenny box of sweets, a coloured 
Christmas candle, a pocket handkerchief, 
a rosary, a necktie, and a tablet of soap— 
each of which falls under ‘‘ different tariff 
classification ’’—would be taxed at the 


rate of 2s. 6d. for each of the items in 


the parcel, or 17s. 6d. in all, although the 
entire marketable value of the parcel 
might not ‘be more than four, five, to ten 
shillings. . En 

Where, however, the articles in a parcel 
fall into “ the same tariff classification ”’ 
—as, for example, sugar, confectionery of 
various~ kinds; including cakes, biscuits, 
jams, marmalades, jellies, candied fruits, 
etc.—a minimum duty of 2s. 6d. is 
chargeable. - 

In many respects the Customs duties of 
the Irish Free State differ from those of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. The 
following commodities are taxable in the 
Free State, but not in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland :—Blankets, boots and 
shoes; glass bottles and glass jars, candles, 
cider, clothing, furniture; -bedsteads, oat- 
meal, soap, rosaries and margarine. __

UNION SECRETARY'S

(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 
Michael Kelly, New road, Clondalkin, 
sued Sergeant Con, F. English, Civic Guard, 
stationed at Clondalkin, to recover damages 
arising out of an incident on the morning of 
November 13, 1929, when, as he alleged, 
Sergeant English broke into his house, 
damaged property and inflicted an injury on 
his knee. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that he 
was secretary of the Crumlin. branch of the 
Workers’ Union and occupied two rooms, 
using one of them as his office. At 
9 o'clock on the morning in queStion 
there: was .a loud knock at the 
door, and when he asked who was 
there the reply was ‘Guards.’ He 
then asked what they wanted, and a voice 
outside said: “ Never mind, open he door. 
He withdrew the bolt, and the door was 
pushed in against him, and hit his knee. 
Sergeant English, with Guard Breen and a 
man in plain clothes, entered. 


replied that he had not. He asked the ser- 
ceant what authority he had for forcing his 
way in, and the sergeant produced a paper, 
which, he said, was a warrant to search for 
arms. The sergeant refused to let him read 
the document, He — against the 
raid, and said that, if they were going to 
search, it should be room by room, m his 
iresence, 

i The man in piain clothes, who, he learned 
afterwards, was a detective, went into the 
cfHce. and. searched the desk. He examined 
Union correspondence and the register of 
names. - He (the plaintiff). protested that, as 
the warrant was for a.search for arms, they 
were not eniitléd to search the records and 
correspondence i: the Workers' Union, The 
man paid no heed, : 

Then he heard a crash in the kitchen, into 
which the other two men had gone, and he 
found’ that a small stove, a frying-pan and 
some delph had fallen and were broken. He 
again protested, but he got an answer. 

BANK NOTES. 

The. detective had taken up a collecting 
book, in which, on the night before, he had 
placed a £1 and a 10s. note. When he looked 
at the book just. as they were leaving he 
found that. the bank notes had gone. en 
he looked through the window after the 
officers, as they went. off, he noticed that the 
man -in- plain clothes took his hand from 
his overcoat pocket and put it into his 
trousers. pocket, and that aroused his 
suspicion. 

Superintendent O’Reilly told the Court that 
he had issued the search warrant on No- 
vember 12th, because he suspected that an 
offence. under the Firearms Act was being 
committed. When he-heard of the visit to 
Kelly’s, and. the allegation of theft, he 
had the detectvie officer searched, and nothing 
merumnating. was found on him. When he 
asked him whether he would charge the detec- 
tive officer with larceny, the plaintiff replied 
that he would not. Kelly said that he had 
no complaint ta make against Sergeant Eng- 
lish or Guard Breen. i 

~ PRIVATE PAPERS, 

Sergeant English said that he and the two 
other. men went to Kelly’s residence, and 
were admitted in a few minutes. He held 
the. warrant up so that Kelly ‘could read it, 
In the search Guard Breen ‘stood on a box 
in the kitchen in order to reach a shelf. He 
knocked over a frying-pan, but nothing else. 
‘No offetice under the Firearms Act was 
detectad. During the search Kelly objected 
to the detective- officer (Spain) reading his 
private papers. If Kelly had not opened the 
door the witness would have forced it in. 

Detective Spain said that he searched the 
drawers, but saw no money. 


ACTION DISMISSED.

The wonders of the modern liner have in- 

d so x y during recent years that 
we fail to feel impressed at the information 
that the next Cunard iiner is to Le a querter 
of a mile Jong—less a hundred yards, Even 
comparisons leave us uimoved. No longer 
are we fascinated by the facts that the size 
of the funnels is such that two trains, 
abreast, can pass through them, and that 
there is sufficient electric wiring on board to 
reach to New York and back. More interest, 
perhaps, may be foand by adopting the policy 
oi the critics who frequent the quays of the 
Liftey, and confine their attentions to matters 
much nearer home. 

Mention the science of modern shipbuilding 
to one of the older school, and, by an airy 
wave of a clay pipe stem or a rapid ejection 
of tobacco janice, such marvels are cast, 
lightly, aside; but peint to a schooner, such 
as the North Barrule, which lay in the river 
last week, and information flows like a high 
spring tide. ‘‘ Fifty year ould, sur, without 
the divil of a lie; built in Ramsay, she was, 
ay men what knew their job.”’

In England it is remembered 
that the smaller coin is generally scarce, 
and an inserted penny brings forth two 
halfipenny stamps.

for doing a man to death in 
cases which make the lapse of fonrteen 
years between Eugene Aram’s murder of 
Clarke and his condemnation seem com- 
paratively brief. The most remarkable 
of such inflictions of justice long delayed, 
however, concerned a minor crime. Sir 
FitzJames Stephen records that in 1863 
he was called upon as counsel for the 
Crown to prosecute a man charged with 
stealing a Jeaf from a parish register in

Snakes. 


It is still a moot question whether all 
snakes are immune to their own poison. 
Most snakes are, and it is very remark- 
able that certain varieties of non- 
poisonous snakes are completely immune 
to the poison of certain vendmous 
varieties. The South American kinv 
snake, for instance, is quite unharmed 
by the crotalines, on which it feeds, and 
the grass snake of the British Isles is un- 
affected by viper poison. 

I have heard of an instance in which 
a jJarge python succumbed to puff-adder 
(hitis) poison, though only after it had 
heen repeatedly bitten by a number of 
these snakes. with which it shared an 
enclosure. In the case of the grass 
snakes immunity is conferred by the 
presence of toxic principles secreted by 
the labial and parotid glands, analogous 
to Viper venom.

The structure on Mount Pelier had been 
built in 1725 as a shooting lodge for 
William Connolly, the Speaker of the Irish 
House of Commons. By 1751 it had come 
apparently into the possession of a family 
named Cobb: for one of them, the eldest 
son of the Archbishop of Dublin, died there 
in that year. 

The original members of the Hell Fire 
Club were:—Henry Barry, the fourth Lord 
Santry ; Colonel Clements, Colonel Pon- 
sonby, who was killed at Fontenoy ; 
Colonel St. George Woodsgift, of Kil- 
kenny; and Simon Luttrell, first Earl of 
Carhampton. A large painting in the 
National Gallery showing these members 
was bequeathed to the National Gallery in 
1878. 


River ‘Rats. 


When the Liffey is at low tide the bare 
bed of the river becomes a happy hunting 


ground for numerous urchins, who climb 


down the ladders in search of such 
treasure trove as may appeal to them. 
Sometimes they bring a terrier, in the 
hope of starting a water rat, but the hunt 
is usually unsuccessful. Underground 
rivers, such as the Poddle, contain great 
numbers of large rats, specimens of which 
can be seen occasionally at the grating 
where the Poddle empties itself into the 
Liffey. They do not often come out into 
the open, but many years ago, when an 
assault on Dublin Castle was intended by 
way of the Poddle, the ferocity of the 
rodents is said to have proved a sufficient 
defence for the citadel. A horrible inct- 
dent is recorded in the year 1822, when 
the funeral of Sir Samuel Auchmuty, 
G.C.B., Commander of the Forces in Ire- 
land, took place in Christ Church 
Cathedral. One of the officers in attend- 
ance went into the crypt out of curiosity, 
lost his way among the subterranean 
passages, and apparently had not found 
it again when the outer doors were locked 
for the night.  A search was ‘organised 
throughout the city for the missing man, 
but nobody seems to have thought of look- 
ing in the crypt. Long afterwards the 
skeleton of the unfortunate officer was 
found, the hand still graspng a sword, 
and all around him the skeletons of many 
rats which he had killed before he 
succumbed to the pressure of numbers. 
It was said that these rats came from a 


passage connecting the crypt with 


Poddle.

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Loughlinstown would find it hard to 
believe that by halting the car at a 
wooden gate by the way and by walking 
a short distance along a grassy lane they 
can easily reach the wildest mountain 
ravine out could imagine. 

This is an extraordinarily deep cleft 
between two bracken-clad hills, and at 
the foot of the two rocky precipices there 
is a wide grassy path that is decidedly 
damp in winter weather. 

Colossal grey rocks seem to hang over 
the edges of the gorge, looking as though 
the lightest touch would send them crash- 
ing down. Lower down, great clumps of 
ivy grow in every crevice, and holly trees 
perch precariously here and there; but, 
alas, there are no berries—only the dark 
glossy folisge. Half-way up one of the 
steep sides of the ravine a hes of peg- 
wood makes a lovely splash of colour ; and 
the haws are very plentiful all the way. 
While walking there the other day, I saw 
the largest flock of yellow-hammers—or 
what looked like them at a little distance 
—that I have ever seen. 


Black Death. 


It is to be hoped that there is no truth 
in the supposition that the much-dis- 
cussed ‘‘ poison íog ” in the Meuse Valley 
is reappearance of the black death. 
This dreadful plague ravaged the known 
world during the fourteenth century, and 
in Europe the resulting mortality 
amounted to 25 per cent. of the popula- 
tion. It is significant to note that the 
College of Physicians in Paris attributed 
its origin to a black mist which arose 
from the surface of the Red Sea. Before 
visiting Europe the scourge ravaged 
China, India and Egypt. Coming from 
the East by way of Constantinople, it 
spread over Southern, Central and 
Western Europe, visited Germany, 
Poland, Russia, Norway, Sweden and 
went as far north as Iceland and the 
Norwegian settlements in Greenland. Its 
mortality varied. Italy was the chief 
sufferer, being stricken to the extent of 
half the population, and in England the 
price of labour rose so high that the 
Parliament during the reign of Edward 
III. attempted to compel standard rates 
of wages. Black death made a curiously 
belated appearance in Ireland during 
1866 and 1867. The epidemic on that 
occasion possessed all those curious 
symptoms which marked the historical 
scourge. 


Rugby in Limerick. 


The Rugby football centre of Ireland 
may shift from Dublin to Lime- 
rick if the Southern city continues t be, 
as it now is, the most whole-hearted 
Rugby centre in the country. Yet 
Limerick Jacks a first-class ground. 
The Munster and Leinster match, 
the most important which the pro- 
vince ‘has staged for vears, ought to 
have gone to Limerick this year, and was 
voted for Limerick by the Munster 
Council. The Rugby Union, however, 
intervened, and decreed that the match 
should be played at the Mardyke in Cork. 
They were quite right in this move; for 
the Markets’ Field has neither the pitch 
nor the accommodation for a really big 
match. I hope that the citizens of 
Limerick will build a ground worthy to 
house international matches; for, with 
their enthusiasm for the game, they well 
deserve to get a share of these contests, 


AA Sountain Illusion. 


While travelling in the boat train from 
Kingstown to Westland Row the other day 
(writes a correspondent), I was interested 
to hear an English visitor, after expressing 
his appreciation of the view from Dublin 
Bay, inquire which was the highest of the 
mountains he had seen from the boat. He 
was immediately told by several people 
“ The Sugar Loaf,’’ and when I ventured 
to point out that there were at least five 
mountains higher than the Sugar Loaf in the 
panorama I became the recipient of several 
withering looks. Nevertheless, although 
the Sugarloaf, being of conical shape, may 
look more impressive, it is lower than the 
Two Rock, Glendoo, Seechon and Seefingan, 
while Kippure is half as high again. It 
is not surprising that many people should 
have this inaccurate impression of these 
relative heights ; for the Sugar Loaf, when 
seen from the top of the Two Rock or 
Glendoo, appears higher to the observer, 
although he is actually looking down on it.

DEATH OF BART. KENNEDY.

It was revealed yesterday that Mr. Bart 
Kennedy, the author and lecturer, died on 
Saturday in a mental hospital at Haywards 
Heath, Sussex, where he had been lying 
seriously ill for a considerable time. 

Born in 1861, Mr. Kennedy was the 
author of twenty novels, the first of which 
was ‘‘Darab’s Wine Cup,” published in 
1897; and the last, “Golden Green,” pub- 
lished in 1926. He was also the founder and 
editor of ‘‘ Bart’s Broadsheet.’” He was 
known as the tramp novelist, because many 
of his novels dealt with tramp life. He 
spent a considerable time wandering round 
the world as a member of theatrical and 
operatic shows. 

He wrote his works in a curious jerky 
style. Since his wife died about two years 
ago, Mr: Kennedy had gradually failed in 
health, and during the summer he was re 
“bus to the Haywards Heath Mental Hos- 
pital. i 

Mr. Kennedy was born at Leeds, and went 
to Manchester as a boy. For some years 
he worked in a cotton mill in the district, 
and afterwards went to sea. At one period 
of his later life he was tramping up and 
down America as a “ ty 

It is understood that the funeral will take 
place at Manchester on Saturday.

He had left two 
note-books, in which he ‘recorded the /im- 

ressions which he received of Dublin in 
790 and of various counties in a tour which 
he made in June, 1791. De Montbret was 
born in Faris in 1755, and he died in April, 
1831. He came of a good family and had 
received an excellent education. e entered 
the French Civil Service, and served as 
Consul-General in several Countries, When, 
in 1789, de Montbret was sent to Ireland 
he was already a person of some consequence 
tm the public service of France. His official 
appointment was as ‘‘ Agent-G de la 
Marine et du Commerce de France en 
Irlande.”’ 

The French Revolution ended de. Mont- 
bret’s activities in Ireland in 1792. In one 
of his notes he gives the following estimate 
of the people of Ireland :—‘‘ Her people are 
brave, enduring fatigues, but difficult to dis- 
cipline. They are easily incited to take 
arms, but they tire more easily still of so 
doing. They become devotedly attached to 
individuals and sometimes sacrifice their in- 
terests to their inclinations.”’” As regards 
separation at that time from England, he 
remarks: — ‘‘ Above all, one need not 
exaggerate the advantages which the free- 
dom of Ireland will bring when it has been 
achieved. Ireland has no navy, and it will 
be always difficult for her to have one, having 


neither wood, nor iron, nor hemp.’” 


A NEW APPOINTMENT, 

When he was on leave in France he asked, 
if he returned to Ireland, if he was to remain 
neutral between all political parties there, or 
was he to act in the direction in which his 
love of liberty in general and interest in the 
good, brave and unhappy people of Ireland 
would lead him. He was not sent back to 
Ireland, but was appointed as Commissioner- 
(teneral of Commercial Relations at London. 
In his ‘‘ Journal des Mines’’ he refers to 
observations made in Ireland on a seam of 
coal between two banks of basalt, and notes 
a the copper mines of Crochane and Bally- 
Murtagh in Ireland. In other notes he draws 
comparisons between the houses of the 
wealthy landowners, and gives a description 
of them. ‘‘ This country,” he says, “ has in 
general an air of comfort and prosperity, due 
to tillage, and t's will inerease when the 
Royal Canal is finished. It is well cultivated, 
and has some nice farmsteads.”’

ASTRONOMER’S BROADCAST 
TALK. 


There are at least sixty stars to every man, 
woman and child on the earth. This was 
revealed by Sir James Jeans, the astronomer, 
in his fourth broadcast talk on the stars, in 
the B.B.C. National programme last night. 

“The larger the telescope the more s 
we see,” said Sir James. “The largest 
telescope yet built shows about 1,500,000,000 
stars—roughly a star for every inhabitant of 
the earth.

A RARE OPPORTUNITY, 

An opportunity of a kind more rare still 
occurred yesterday, when the University of 
Dublin Choral Society, at its first concert of 
the season in the Examination Hall, Trinity 
College, presented a programme which in- 
cluded substantial examples of the music of 
William Byrd, along with some other 
examples of sixteenth century music and an 
instrumental work by Henry Purcell. Byrd

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” OFFICIAL IRISH. 
A CRITICAL ISSUE.

HE use of the Irish language for official 
ú5 purposes is at present, creating a critical 
situation in some. of the Government 
departments. In one very large department, 
where Irish so far has not progressed beyond 
the stage of ‘‘ mise le meas’ and “A Chara,” 
owing, presumably, to the lack of knowledge 
of it displayed by the administrative heads, 
the junior members of the staff, who have 
been recruited through recent examinations 
for which Irish was a oe subject, 
notwithstanding the restraining influences of 
their superiors, have indicated a determina- 
tion to make use of the language on all 
possible official occasions. 

The result is anything but pleasant, and is, 
in fact, creating official difficulties for the 
“ powers that be” in the department. The 
responsible Minister has on at least two 
occasions impressed upon them the absolute 
necessity of encouraging the use of Irish 
whenever it is at all possible. In fact, he 
has gone so far as to indicate We circum- 
stances in which it must be used exclusively, 
no matter whether the ‘‘heads’’ have, or 
have not, a knowledge of it themselves, The 
situation undoubtedly has .placed “the 
‘‘heads”’ in a dilemma, because, on the one 
hand, they have imposed upon them the 
obligation of running their department 
efficiently and economically, and, on the 
other, the duty of ensuring the use of 
the native language as often as possible. 
If the latter policy must predominate they 
contend that it will be at the expense of 
efficiency. 


ANOTHER SIDE. 

There is still another side to the picture, 
and it is this—Junior officers who have 
entered the Civil Service by examination 
within the past few years must undergo a 
further examination in Irish before being per- 
manently appointed. There is a departmental 
probationary period of two years. The fre- 
quent use of Irish to them, therefore, , is 
essential, and is the only means they have of 
retaining and improving the knowledge they 
possessed on entering the service Further, 
the Irish ‘‘ bogey ” 1s constantly cropping up 
in interviews before promotion Selection 
Boards, and candidates are being frequently 
‘turned down ” on the plea that they have 
not the requisite knowledge of the ener. 

ld-established members of the Civil Ser- 
vice contend that, if Irish’ is to be used 
exclusively in official correspondence, then 
they ought to be afforded the same opportunt- 
ties of learning it that were given to the 
national school teachers.

HARGED with the manslaughter of

turned it. He denied that he was drunk, 
and, describing the tests his doctor put him 
through, said that he took one shoe off and 
replaced #, standing on one leg, a test which 
the judge said he believed was the severest of 
all. He took the drink—five pints of: porter 
and a hottle of stont—on the way from 
Omagh, because he felt the malaria coming 
on, and had been told to take stout for it.

OF OLD RIGHT. 


By a Spectra, CORRESPONDENT. 
Ox of my earliest treasures was a 

large new bronze coin of Pius IX., 
brought to me sixty years ago from Rome 
by a relative who had been taking an 
official part in the Vatican Council. That 
Council was brought to a premature end 
by the forcible entry of the Garibaldian 
troops into the Papal city, and since that 
date no money currency has been issued 
by any Pope. 

A resumption of the old practice will 
be made at the beginning of the new year, 
and the particulars supplied by a well- 
informed correspondent in Rome will be 
read with interest. 

The first remarkable point is that the 
new Vatican coins will have legal currency 
throughout Italy, as the Italian coinage 
is at present current in the Vatican City. 

In accordance with a convention signed 
by the Governor of the Vatican City and 
by the Italian Minister of , ete the 
Vatican will be enabled to call upon the 
services of the Italian Mint and to strike 
gold pieces to any amount. 

As regards the other metals, the Vatican 
issue will be limited to one million pieces 
annually during the first five years. This 
number will be reduced by twenty per 
cent. for the five following years. 

This million will consist of 750,000 silver 
coins, 234,000 of nickel and 16,000 of 
bronze. 

All these coins will be similar in dimen- 
sions, weight and character of the alloy 
to the currency issu.d by the Italian 
Government. :

Russia’s Methods. 


It is almost a pity that so expert a piece 
of showmanship as the Moscow trial has 
been ruined by a single fault in the pro- 
duction. The world seemingly has decided 
to treat the whole elaborate affair as a 
joke. Whether the eight unfortunate 
professors who are condemned, some to ten 
years’ imprisonment and some to eight, see 
it in the same light is a different question. 
We assume that the indictment, for all its 
superstructure of showmanship, Was 
serious at bottom, but there remains a 
high possibility that the accused were as 
much a part of the great hoax as the 
Public Prosecutor himself was, and that 
another few months will see them out of 
prison and working hand in hand with the 
Ogpu for the advancement of Communism. 
Whatever was the extent of their partici- 
pation, the trial has-failed of its purpose, 
so far as that purpose was to impress 
foreigners with the extent and stoutness 
of Russia’s defences against potential 
interference from outside. Obviously, 
however, the real intent lay deeper; and 
the whele paraphernalia of indictment 
tion was designed for its 
é unhappy people of Russia.

The Communist 
authorities have suppressed all sparks of" 
revolt with a firmness that would be com- 
mendable in a better cause, but they dare 
not confess the failure of the Plan to the 
subjects of their tyranny. Yet that 
failure is manifest, and a scapegoat must 
be found; for how can the Kremlin err? 
An opportune fiction would seem to meet 
the difficulty, and a rumour spreads that 
the jealous capitalist Powers have inter- 
vened in order that the success of Com- 
munism may not provide an illuminating 
contrast with their own decadent and 
enslaving system. Eight professors admit 
under “ examination ” that they have 
acted as capitalist agents. Their object 
was to overthrow the Communist dictator- 
ship by the intervention of a foreign army, 
and they had hoped to see Russia in the 
grip of a “ white terror,” under which, in 
Mr. Winston Churchill’s words, the people 
would work for fourteen hours a day on 
even less food than they had under the 
Soviet. England would receive the 
Caucasian oilfields, and France would 
obtain payment of the debts incurred 
under the rule of the Tsars. 

If the Soviet must resort to expedients so 
fantastic in order to obtain and to preserve 
the allegiance of its own people, how does 
it expect to win the sympathy of other 
countries? Its p.opaganda continues with- 
out intermission, despite the fact that the 
state of Russia provides an effective 
witness against all protestations. A week 
ago a broadcast message was despatched 
from Moscow, inciting the British workers 
to take violent action against the tyranny 
of their employers. Such messages normally 


class feeling runs high—and the coal 
negotiations had caused it to run high in 
England last week—they tend to intensify 
bitterness. England is not the only field 
of Soviet propaganda; for France and 
Germany are treated to periodical visita- 
tions. Doubtless, an honest desire exists 
in Moscow for the prosperity of Russia, 
but it is hard to see how that prosperity 
can be secured by attempts to subvert the 
structure of other States.

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day the 
Prime Minister, M. Jaspar, moved the 
condolences of the Government with the 
relatives of the victims of the mysterious 


fog in the Liege district last week. 


He said that several inquiries were pro- 
ceeding to ascertain the cause of the 
disaster:. The judicial authorities had 
ordered post mortem examinations to be 
made of the victims’ bodies. The Ministry 
of Health also had caused a special in- 
quiry to be made by the Council of Mines. 
During her tour of the afflicted district, 
M. Jaspar added, the Queen was accom- 
panied by scientists and medical men who 
were making independent investigations. 
It. was hoped by these means to discover 
whether the deaths were caused simply by 
the fog, or whether they were due to 
poisonous gases.

DEATH OF MR. D. D. 
BULGER. 

Mr. Daniel D. Bulger, whose death occurred 
in London on Monday, was one of thé most 
brilliant athletes that Ireland has produced, 
In his day, indeed, he was outstanding in his 
pet events—the 100 yards, 220 yards and 120 
vards hurdles—as will be understood when it 
is mentioned that he carried off no Jess than 
twenty Irish championships under [.A.A.A. 
and Gaelic rules between 1 and 1892, whilst 
he also won the English 120 yards hurdle 
chainpionship in 1891 and 1892, as well as the 
English long jump championship in 1888 and 
1891. He was one of the team of great Irish 
athletes who visited America in 1887, and 
there gained many distinctions in the various 
competitions in which he participated.

CHAPMAN SHORT OF 
PLAYERS. 


M.C.C. TEAM DEPLETED 
BY ILLNESS,

BULUWAYO, Tuesday. 

Never will the M.C.C, team, and A, P. F. 
Chapman in particular, forget the first official 
match. against Rhodesia, which was left 
drawn here to-day. After having about half 
a dozen players either injured or indisposed, 
which made it very difficult for him to raise 
a team, Chapman found himself in the 
position of not being able to close the M.C.C. 
innings because he could not field eleven 
players. 

Goddard and Duckworth were a little 
better to-day, although still weak, but M. J. 
Allom had to leave the fieid to go to: bed. 
The climax came when Chapman himseli 
declared that he was not well enough to bat. 
Earlier in the day Hammond was reported 
unfit to play and ordered to take a week’s 
rest, but when the M.C.C. had lost half 
their wickets cheaply he decided to bat, and 
scored a bright 49 before retiring to take 
train to Johannesburg, where he will rest 
for the return match against the Transvaal. 
He is suffering from a severe cold, and had 
to have a nose injection this morning. A 
slight nasal operataon may be necessary when 
he gets to Johannesburg. 

Actual cricket was thus reduced to secondary 
importance. The M.C.C., who had lost a 
wicket overnight for four runs, were all out 
to-day for 322, after being 95 for 5. For 
this recovery they were almost wholly 
indebted to Leyland, who scored 169 in three 
hours, hitting one six and 25 fours. He and 
Voce, who made 25 not out, were engaged 
in an exciting stand for the eighth wicket, 
which put on 108 in under an hour. = In 
spite of his arms being stiff owing to injec- 
tions, Hammond batted well and hit eight 
fours, four of them in one over off Tomlinson. 
His partnership with Leyland for the seventh 
wicket vielded 70 in 52 minutes. 

Rhodesia did not bat again, and the match 
ended in a draw at 5.35,

A CITY COUNCILLOR’S 
PROPOSAL. 


—-0F- 


PROJECT is in contemplation which, 

_ if 1t materialises, will, in the course 
of five years, completely eradicate slum 
dwellings in the City of Dublin. 

It was learned yesterday that a move 
will be made early in the new year to 
organise an international sweepstake for 
the purpose of raising funds for the 
erection of working class dwellings in the 
City area, 

The matter was mentioned some years 
ago, but owing to changes in the adminis- 
tration of the city’s affairs by the 
abolition of the Corporation it was not 
considered advisable to promote such a 
scheme. 

Mr. P. J. Medlar, a member of the 
Corporation, intends to bring the matter 
forward at the meeting of the Corpora- 
tion in January next, when he proposes 
to move a motion asking Government 
sanction to a scheme permitting the Cor- 
poration to run two sweepstakes yearly 
for a period of five years, for the purpose 
ofverecting houses to relieve the present 
congestion within the city area. 


RENTS TOO HIGH. 

Seen yesterday regarding the proposal, 
Mr. Mediar said that he believed that it 
such a schéme was sanctioned, and the 
Corporation took the responsibility oi 
running the sweepstakes, slum dwellings 
would be a thing of the past in the city. 

“The present housing schemes _ pro- 
moted by the Corporation,” he said, “ do 
not cater for the poorer classes. The 
rents are too high, and it is absolutely 
impossible for a working man with a 
family to support, to pay an exorbitant 
rent. 

““On the other hand, the houses are 
too far away from the city, and what 
is required by the working class people 
is houses erected in the city convenient 
to the places where they are employed. 

““A scheme such as I intend to ask the 
Corporation to promote will, I am cer- 
tain, result in realising two or three 
million pounds, without a penny cost to 
the ratepayers, and also go a long way 
to solve the unemployment problem. 

“ The houses could consist of from two to 
four rooms, let at a nominal rent of, say, 
from 5s, to 10s. a week, or even smaller 
rents, and thus give the working class an 
opportunity of a house, instead of pay- 
ing rack rents for unhealthy, stuffy 
rooms, 


MARRIED COUPLES. 

Mr. Medlar further pointed out that 
such a scheme would greatly facilitate 
young married couples. 

“ At the present time,” he said, “they 
have no earthly chance of securing a Cor 
poration house, as the conditions laid 
down were that preference of these 
houses must be given to persons with 
the largest families. 

“This difficulty could be got over by 
the erection of smaller houses.’’ 

Reterring to the erection of houses in 
outlying districts, Mr. Medlar said that 
such a practice had a detrimental effect 
on city traders, as the people were 
brought out long distances, with the re- 
sult that their custom was lost to the 
city. trader, many of whom were very 
hard hit at the present time, and found 
it difficult to make ends meet. This pro- 
posal was to erect houses in the city, 
where they had plenty of available sites, 
and thereby keep the working class people 
convenient to their places of employment. 

In conclusion, he said that he was sure 
that the proposal to run housing sweep- 
stakes would meet with general approval, 
especially among the ratepayers, who 
would not be saddled with the burden of 
defraying the cost of such a necessary 
scheme.

“RUN” ON U.S. BANKS 
IN CHINA.

POLICE CALLED OUT TO 
RESTRAIN CROWDS. 


From Revter’s CorreESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Tuesday: 

The local office of the National City 
Bank of New York states that, as the 
result of reports in the Chinese Press re- 
garding the alleged failures of certain 
American banks, Chinese depositors in the 
Canton branch of the National City Bank 
began a “run.” Upwards of 5,000,000 
Mexican dollars have been withdrawn 
already, and hundreds of people are wait- 
ing to withdraw their deposits. 

From Canton the “ run ” has spread to 
the Hong Kong branch of the National 
City Bank. To-day there were rumours 
that the head office of the bank in New 
York had closed, anl that the President 
of the Bank had committed suicide, and 
this resulted in thousands of Chinese 
depositors rushing to the bank to wit- 
draw funds. Police had to be called out 
to restrain the crowds and protect the 
bank while the employés paid out as fast 
as possible. 

NO GAUSE FOR ALARM. 

These canards are believed to be the 
work of speculators, who are seeking to 
profit by them. It is stated that the bank 
possesses ample silver currency to meet 
all demands. 

[Notr.—On Friday last the Vice- 
President of the Bank told Reuter’s New 
York Correspondent that the position in 
Canton as the result of withdrawals from 
the bank was not serious. “ When 
rumours are circulated,”’ he said, “the 
coolies and others come running, but when 
they find they can get their money easily 
they soon put it back.’’].
